W6ZR has done some experimenting with are 5 transmitters. Ho finds that the 
1625 tube works very nicely with only 5-6 volts on the filaments, and that at voltage not 
over 500 on the plate the emission difference from 6 to 12 volts is not noticeable. This 
discovery will save a lot of headaches for those who want to use the rigs mobile. 


Por some time we have been using a transmitting belun coil set up for matching 
our coax feed line to our receiver which has about 4OO ohm input, This is rather bulky, 
so we procured a TV type balun made by the Miller Company which occupies a space not much 
lerger than 1 1/2 cubic inches. It is available in 3 different’ impedance ranges. How 
many of you ure feeding 52 ohm coax into a receiver with 4OO ohm input? Better look at the 
Specs,.on your receiver. :
